N regard to the appointment of the Dublin 
| Borough Surveyor, the Irish Local 
Government Officials’ Union states that 
for some time past the organisation has been 
to secure the appointment of a 
new Borough Surveyor to the Dublin Corpora- 
tion in succession to Mr. M. A,. Moynihan by 
promotion from the existing engineering 
personnel of the Corporation, The organiéa- 
tion’s views for this course of-action have 
been clearly expressed in several statements 
issued to the Press. 

The organisation protested strongly against 
the original recommendation. of the City 
Manager for the making of the appointment 
through the Local Appointments Commis- 
sioners on the grounds that his action in 
this respect was regarded as an injustice to 
all existing officers; that it was not in the 
interests of the ratepayers of the city, and, 
furthermore, that adequate:satisfaction could 
be obtained by the promotion of a member 
of the existing staff. In this view the 
organisation was upheld by the members of 
the Municipal Council on two occasions— 
firstly, at a meeting of the General Purposes 
Committee (a Committee of the whole 
Council), and, secondly, at a recent meeting 
of the Council, when a motion was unani- 
mously adopted callin 


upon the City Manager 
to have the vacancy 


lled by promotion. 
CITY MANAGER’S ACTION 


At a subsequent Council meeting, in reply 
to a member the City Manager stated that 
he had recommended to the Minister for 
Local Government and Public Health that he 
desired to rescind his original order and that 
the appointment of an existing officer. at 
present filling the office of Acting Borough 
Surveyor, should be made to the permanent 
position. He read to the Council a letter to 
the Minister on this matter, in which he 
stated that the ofticer undertaking the duties 
had “ shown a breadth of outlook, a grasp 
of detail and a sense of proportion that had 
given the utmost satisfaction.’’ He further 
stated that “ the immediate crisis (in relation 
to water supply) had been successfully sur- 
mounted, and measures were now in hand to 
obtain a supply satisfactorily until the per- 
manent waterworks scheme is in operation, 
and that the Acting Borough Surveyor “ has 
shown a wealth of resoures and initiative in 
meeting numerous difficulties that arose in 
negotiation with the Electricity Supply 
Board and the Department of Industry and 
Commerce that could scarcely be too highly 
appratsed."" He concluded by stating that, 
in his opinion, if the joint waterworks scheme 
comes to fruition, the credit of overcoming 
the serious obstacles encountered may largely 
be gn to the Acting Borough Surveyor. 

“To this communication the City Manager 
gave the Council to understand he had re- 
reived from the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Publi: Health a reply, which stated 
that the appointment must be made through 
the medtum of the Local Appointments Com- 
missioners, without assigning any reason for 
such decision. 

‘Replies of a similar nature had already 
heen received by this Union to its communi- 
eations to the Minister, and by a deputation 
from the National Execitive of the Irish 
Trade Union Congress, which had awaited 
upon the Department of Local Government 
and Public Health in this relation. 


THE UNION’S VIEW 


“The Union regards the communication of 
the City Manager, referred to above, to the 
Minister for Local Government and Public 
Health as a complete vindication of its atti 
tude throughout the course in this matter, and 
views with extreme surprise and dissatisfac-

ANCHOR LINER’S DUBLIN 


Judging by the keen interest aroused 
through the action of the Anchor Line, it is 
quite probable that next year will bring a 
development of the importance of the Port of 
Dublin in Transatlantic shipping. 

This view was expressed te an Jrish T'imes 
ar sr yesterday by a prominent shipping 
official in the city. He added, however, that 
up to the present the Anchor Line's decision 
had not influenced any other of the trans- 
ocean companies to the extent of making a 
competitive move of any kind.

lt. 8. LEMASS (Minister for Industry 
Mi and Commerce) moved in the Dail 

yesterday that the House approve of 
the Control of Imports (Quota No. 16) 
(Amendment) Order, 1935, made by the 
Executive Council under the Control of 
Imports Act, 1934, on October 25th, 19565. 
The reason for the amendment, he said, was 
that nitro-chalk—one of the substances 
dealt with under the Act—was not being 
manufactured in this country, and it should 
be removed from the seope of the Act. 

The Order was agreed to. 

TYRE MANUFACTURE 

Introducing another Quota Amendment 
Order, Mr. LEMASS said that it was for the 
purpose of transferring some thirty sizes of 
tyres from one class to another, as that size 
was now being manufactured here. 

Mr. MULCAHY asked if the Minister 
would give some idea of the amount of em- 
ployment being given in Cork, the total 
amount of wages paid, and the total amount 
of production in Cork in relation to the 
needs of the country. 

Mr. LEMASS said that there was difficulty 
iu giving information about the activities of 
certain firms. The estimated requirements 
for motor tyres in the country was about 
120,000, by far the greater portion of which 
were produced here 

Mr. MORRISSEY (Ind., Tipperary, N.) 
asked if the House was blindly to come to a 
decision on some Order without any informa- 
tion on the subject, If that was so, the 
House was a fafce. 

Mr. LEMASS said: “‘ There has been con- 
siderable gain to the country since the 
Dunlop Company agreed to the establishment 
of a factory here for the production of these 
goods. The motor tyres being manufactured 
there are of excellent quality. Considerable 
employment has been given, and from every 
point of view—the motor tyre user, the com- 
munity as a whole and the workers employed 
—there has a net gain.” 

The Quota Órder was approved.

Trish Railways 


The “ Stage-Irishman’’ is now, for- 
tunately, almost a thing of the past, but 
there is one other phase of our Irish life 
which still comes in for a great deal of 
unmerited criticism. I refer to our Irish 
railway system, which, undoubtedly, has 
made great progress in recent years. It 
is only a matter of months since the 
G.S.R. made railway history with their 
special train, which . brought Mr. 
McDowell, the late American Minister, 
from Cork to Dublin in such splendid 
time. Since then they have installed their 
steel train—so that with it and their Pull- 
man cars they can claim to be as good as 
any other similar concerns across the 
water. The Drumm trains—now greatly 
missed—have also contributed to the fame 
of the company. Thé Great Northern 
Company has also been going forward. 
Their new rolling stoek a favour- 
ably with any on the, English systems, 
the blue engines being particaolarly beau- 
tiful. Were it not for the Customs at the 
border the trip between Belfast and 
Dublin would be one of the speediest in 
Great Britain. One recent innovation on 
this line is the labelling of non-smoking 
curriages, and it only .remains for this 
rule to be enforced strictly to make for 
the comfort of all passengers. At present 
it seems rather useless having the car: 
riages so marked if the rule is not ob- 
served. The L.M.S. have also been alert, 
and with the recently-opened loop line 
and their new rolling stock have com- 
pletely transformed the journey from Bel- 
fast to Portrush—formerly a very. tedious 
affair—which can now be done in eighty 
minutes with the greatest of comfort. 


A Favourite Game 


I was interested to learn from a friend 
of mine whose business leads him to visit 
many towns in England that the game of 
darts is rapidly becoming the most popular 
indoor pastime in that country. Nearly 
every village inn, fire brigade station and 
police station has its darts board, and 
new clubs are springing up everywhere. 
Even the mighty officials of the Football 
League are beginning to recognise a for- 
midable rival in this sim ic form of 
amusement. The game is played with a 
circular board divided into triangular 
segments radiating from the centre, and 
each marked with a number. The numbers 
on these segments are irregularly arranged 
up to 20, and a dart placed in the centre 
secures a score double that of the segment 
nearest to the point at which #t has pierced 
the board. The best dart boards are made 
of poplar, but it is difficult to secure a 
sufficient width’ of this kind of wood for 
the purpose, and various kinds of com- 
position have been substituted. The game 
is pot so easy as it looks, and requires a 
steady hand, an accurate cye, and con- 
siderable judgment. I do not know 
whether this pastime has yet spread to 
Ireland, but there is no doubt that in- 
creasing numbers of English working-men 
preter to put their shillings in football 
" pools’’ and spend their Saturday after- 
noons playing darts, rather than endure

well prepared, and ex suitable for 
the purposes of the country: He could only 
acquiesce in the argument that reasons of 
greater importance must have dictated the 
necessity of the coal-cattle agreement, 


POLISH PRODUCTS 


Apart from coal, some of the Polish pro- 
ducts which seemed to have established 
themselves firmly in the Irish market were 
hops, wood, paraffin wax and g6tton textiles, 
while there were also good grounds for 
believing that some Polish ¢hemical products 
would find a fair market here. At the present 
time the Irish produce exported to Poland 
consisted almost exclusively of old and scrap 
iron and steel, some wool and a few horses. 

The speaker commented that considerably 
more than 70 per cent. of the 34,000,000 in- 
habitants of Poland live on the products of 
their lan”, But the country has developed a 
great industrial super-structure. It produces 
coal, oil, salt, iron, steel, lead and zinc; she 
has highly-developed chemical, textile, sugar 
and machine industries; her rich forests make 
her one of the leading European countries in 
the timber trade The result was that the 
Poles could build a locomotive,’ aeroplane or 
a racing balloon without buying from abroad 
an ounce of raw material or a single piece of 
machinery. 

Poland could ‘offer the Free State a con- 
siderable amount of its industrial products, 
but would find it difficult to buy things from 
this ey because it had a big surplus of 
agricultural products of its own. Then, after 
surveying the trade figures, he suggested that 
the Irish herring exporters should send their 
representatives to get in touch with Polish 
buyers. 

Mr. N. P. McEvoy, President of the 
Chamber, introducing the Consul-General, 
IS of a similarity of circumstances between 

oland and Ireland which existed for 
centuries. Poland had known the evils of 
partition in 1772, when 82,000 square miles 
of her territory were taken from her. 
Twenty years later she lost an even greater 
area, and from 1935 she was divided, and her 
people lived under three tyrannies.

INCIDENCE OF TRADE 


After Mr. Dobrzynski’s address, Mr. 
McEvoy commented on the trade figures, and 
said that, comparing the relations in 1929 
and 1934, it was found that in the former 
year 42.2 per cent. of the total trade with 
"oland was imports, and the remaining 57.8 
per cent. was exports, while in 1934 imports 
were 98.2 per cent., and only 1.8 per cent. of 
the total trade was exports.

“There has been a general improvement,” 
continued Mr. O'Kelly, “ in the financial posi 
tion of the County Councils, owing to better 
collection of their revenues. At the end of 
the December quarter the position of the rate 
collection was improved as compared with the 
preceding two years. In the months 2+! 

er, November and December the out. 
standing rates were reduced by over 
£1,000,000, and at the end of December 
57 per cent. of the rates were out- 
standing, as compared with 66 per 
cent. at December, 1934, and 60 per cent. at 
December, 1935. At the end of March, 1936, 
the percentage outstanding was reduced to 
285 per cent. es compared with 31 per cent. 
outstanding at March, 1935, and 36 per cent. 
for the year before. In twenty-one counties 
the collection was better than in the previous 
year, in five counties there was a slight fall- 
ing off, and in the remaining county the pro- 
portion was much the same as in the previous 
year. 

There seemed to be a lack of interest in 
town-planning, with the exception of the 
Corporations of Dublin Clonmel, Dun 
Laoghaire, Sligo and Wexford; by the 
Councils of the urban districts of Arklow, 

Bray, Ennis, Galway, Howth and Killarney ; 
and the Councils of Counties Dublin and 
Waterford. In those areas preliminary steps 
for the preparation of schemes were taken. 


MORE OFFICIALS 


Mr. BRENNAN (U.I., Roscommon) moved 
i that the estimate be referred back, He said 
that it would appear as if the Minister, like 
other Ministers, thought the proper thing to 
do was to increase the number oí officials. 
There was an increase of forty-four at head- 
quarters on the thirty-nine increase of last 
year.

HOW DIFFICULTIES ARE 
OVERCOME

T's state of newspaper and periodical 


sales in the Free State was reviewed last 

night at a special general meeting of the 
Irish section of the Retail Newsagents’, Book- 
sellers’ and Stationers’ Federation of Great 
Britain and Ireland, held in Wynn's Hotel, 
Dublin. : 

Mr. J. F. McEnerney (President of the 
local branch) presided, and the visiting dele- 

tes were: Messrs. George Cocker (National 

ident), Mr. Alexander MacLaren (General 
Secretary), J. Turnley and y # acLirath 
(Belfast), and Eamon O'Connor (Tralee). 

Mr. Alexander MacLaren, referring to the 
tariffs on certain English newspapers and 
periodicals, said that it was hopeful to see 
the courage and determination with which the 
trade in the Free Sttae had faced up to the 
difficult situation with which they were con- 
fronted, Tariffs obviously affected prices and 
sales, and created a serious and heavy burden 
for retail newsagents. He congratulated them 
on having emerged so successfully from the 
ordeal. The circúlatíon of cross-Channel 
periodicals, had gone down, and the 
idea that a small country such as 
this, with its limited population, could 
successfully pfoduce a series of periodi- 
cals was usory. Scotland, he said, 
was becoming more newspaper-conscious every 
year, and it was the hope of the Federation 
to create a similar reading public in Ireland, 
where there was still a great untrodden field. 

An attempt had been made in London, and 
would, he hoped, be followed up here, to have 
broadcast sporting results held over to a later 
hour, especially on Saturdays, as the sales of 
Saturday evening papers were being seriously 
mena by the free broadcasting of sports 
results before the hour of publication. He 
expressed the hope that the 6.45 p.m. results 
would be held over until 8 o'clock, thus giving 
the city newsagent a better chance of making 
a livelihood. 

One could not get away from the vitality 
and reliability of printed news. Some people 
thought that the newspaper trade had reached 
its zenith, but it had not by any means 
reached that point in the Free State, and 
because of that there was still a great future 
for the trade in this country, and for those 
who were distributing the papers in this 
country. 


A CASE IN POINT 


The Jrish Times, he said, referring to the 
condition of Irish newspapers, was a typical 
example of the tenacity of a great daily news- 
paper. Despite the fact that the whole atmos- 
phere in Ireland had changed, as far as the 
Irish Times waa concerned, it still held its 
own as one of the premier papers of these 
islands. 

Mr. Cocker said that the distance limit 
policy had been of great service to the trade, 
and had it not been for the benefits of this 

licy there would have been at least an 
additional thousand newsagents in Dublin. 
lt ensured to the tradesmen a decent stan- 
dard of living, and allowed others to come 
in with the same assurance. On his last 
visit to Dublin he mentioned the possibility 
of a triple board of representatives of the 
Retailers’, Wholesalers’ and the Newspaper 
Proprietors’ Association, and he rejoiced that 
that ideal now was almost. accomplished. 

The Chairman, welcuming the visitors, said 
that he hoped the presence of the Belfast 
representatives would help to cement the 
bonds of friendship between Northern and 
Southern branches. 

Mr. J. F. McEnerney was unanimously 
appointed second National Councillor on the 
National Council of the Federation, This 
appointment, it was stated, was due to the 
increased membership of the Irish branch.

estate.

Whatever the distinction 
mi be between the colonies and man- 
dated territories, nothing could justify the 
handing over of territories and peoples 
living happily under the British rule to 
some other rule, which nobody could 
suggest would be more beneficent and 
disinterested. To yield one inch to the 
claim of Germany for the return of her 
former colonies would not further tLe in- 
terests of peace in Europe. - i 

Captain F. E.. Guest (Conservative) 
said that they had been bluffed by Ger- 
many all along the line. It was time to 
put on a bold front. 

Mr. J. H. Thomas (Colonial eg ll 
said that only a few weeks ago he told 
House that the Government had not con- 
sidered, and were not considering, the 
handing over of any territories, and that 
applied equally to mandated as to Crown 
Co onies. If the question ever arose—and 
up to now it had not anisen—it would not 
be raised by the present Government, and 
it would not be a question for the British 
Government alone to determine. They 
certainly would not consider the handing 
over of any of their mandates, unless the 
whole question of European mandates was 
reviewed. 

Mr. Churchill regretted that the Colo- 
nial Secretary had conveyed the impres- 
sion that this was not a closed question. 
It ought to be. The door should be open 
or shut. As it was, the right honourable 
gentleman had left them with some feeling 
of anxiety. 


ABYSSINIA | 


Mr. Geoffrey Mander (Liberal) raised 
the question of Abyssinia. He said that, 
if Italy now defeated the League, Italy 
defeated Great Britain—a most humiliat- 
ing position for this great country. The 
attitude of the French during the last 
few months had been exasperating in the 
extreme. At the first Council meeting of 
the League in May this country should 
state clearly and openly before the world 
that we were prepared definitely to carry 
out to the letter our obligations under the 
Covenant, and, if France still said that 
she was not interested in what took place 
in Abyssinia, we should give two years’ 
notice to leave the League; for it would 
have become a mockery and a sham. We 
should then have to adopt the hateful 
policy of armed isolation. He hoped that 
the Government would stake all on making 
the League effective now. 


Lord Cranborne (Under-Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs) said that it was not pos- 
sible for him to add very much to what 
Mr. Eden had said at Geneva. There had 
been no change in the view of the Govern- 
ment on this subject. It was most un- 
wise and unfortunate to suggest that the 
Italian position was a defeat for England, 
because we were acting as a member of 
the League. 

Mr. Mander—It is a defeat for Great 
Britain as a member of the League. 

Lord Cranborne replied that Great 
Britain had taken the lead among the 
nations in the League policy, and Mr. 
Eden had made our position quite plain 
at Geneva. It was not dite to the 
action of the British Government that 
further action had not been taken 
against Italy. The only way of 
getting world security was to get a 
world-wide collective system. The Govern- 
ment had the greatest sense of the gravity 
of the situation. They wished neither to 
ignore nor to minimise the grim realitier 
of the Abyssinian situation to-day. If we 
had a new ideal of an international 
structure ® must inevitably take time to 
establish. They ought not & that reason 
to abandon it, If advances of that kind 
were abandoned, we should merely sink 
into barbarism. In spite of set-backs and 
disappointmems, we must keep this aim 
strongly before us. It was towards that 
goal that the Government intended to 
move.

MR. L. LARDNER 


The death occurred at Galway Central 
Hospital yesterday of Mr. Laurence Lardner, 
auctioneer, Athenry. He was a prominent 
figure in sporting and business circles in the 
County Galway, and was for many years con- 
nected with the Gaelic League. He was 
Secretary of Athenry Show Committee, and 
acted as secretary of the National Ploughing 
Championship a few years ago, when the 
ccmpetitions were held in Athenry. He was 
also a very active organiser for Tuam beet 
factory, and was a prominent follower of the 
Galway Blazers and was first whip to the 
Athenry Beagles. He was also Secretary of 
Athenry Coursing Club, and had a dis- 
tinguished record of national service.

Vigorous protests were made by two men, 
who said that they appeared on behalf of the 
Irish Leaseholders’ Association and the Town 
Tenants’ Association, at a sale of ground 
rents, which was held at the auction rooms 
of Messrs. J. H. North and Company, Dublin, 
yesterday. 

The auction was a sale of property in three 
lots, one of which consisted of ground rents. 
During this transaction, a man, who had 
been sitting quietly among the bidders, rose 
and commenced to speak. Mr. Louis Brind- 
ley, the auctioneer, asked him to resume his 
seat and keép quiet, but as he refused to do 
so it was decided to send for a Civic Guard. 
A few minutes later the Guard, who-had been 
on point duty at the junction of Dawson and 
Nassau streets, arrived and ejected the inter- 
rupter. 

Shortly afterwards another man rose and 
said that he represented the Town Tenants’ 
Association. 

Mr. Brindley again appealed for silence, and 
on seeing two Civic Guards enter the room, 
the man sat down. The Guards remained, 
and about five minutes later he left the room, 
shouting as he passed through the door: 

“This is a sale of human beings. These 
ground rents are a disgrace to Dublin. '' 

The sale was then continued, and brought 
to a successful conclusion. 

Mr. Brindley afterwards explained to an 
Trish Times reporter that the reason for the 
ground rents being sold en masse was that 
they were under one superior head instead of 
being fee-simple, and as they had to be paid 
in a “lump sum " by the owner, instead of 
individually, it was necessary, and by order 
of the English trustees, that they should be 
sold in this way. 

The property concerned was a group of 
houses in Grosvenor square.

Mr. Chamberlain’s Budget proposals 
were read with interest in Belfast. The 
increase in income tax and tea duty apply 
automatically in Northern Ireland, but 
the raid upon the Road Fund does not 
affect Northern Ireland directly, although 
it may be used as a justification for a 
raid on the Northern Ireland Road Fund 
in coming Budgets. 

The increase of 3d. in the income tax 
is a disappointment to many who antici- 
pated no change im the level of taxation, 
notwithstanding the demands of the 
defeuce forces.

THE CHANCELLOR 
EXPLAINS 


“ GREATER COST OF 
‘ DEFENCE BEATS ME”

“ What beats me is the greater cost of 
defence. I wish we hadxnot got to incur 
it, but we really have no choice.”’ 

This was the explanation for increased 
taxation given by Mr. Neville Chamber- 
lain. Chancellor of the Exchequer, in his 
broadcast last night. 

He said that he was allowing for an 
increase in national revenue of about 
twenty-four millions, but for defence he 
had to provide for an increase of fifty-four 
millions over last year’s estimates. 

The defence programme was going to 
cost much more in 1937 and 1938. Since 
national security concerned everyone, it 
was right that all classes should make 
some contribution to it. ‘‘ What we are 
doing, disagreeable as it may be, will 
benefit us all in the end.” 

Giving details of the new income tax 
allowances. Mr Chamberlain said that he 
calculated ‘* that out of one. million four 
hundred thousand taxpayers who pay 
income tax no less than one million one 
hundred thotisand will gain more by the 
increase of marriage and children’s allow- 
ances than they will lose by the increase 
of threepence in the standard rate. 

“It is a disappointment to me not to 
have been enabled to carry on the process 
of remitting taxation for which I have 


been working since I became Chancellor, , 


but I sincerely hope that with the new 
additions to taxation which I have pro- 
posed the taxpayer has seen the worst. '

AN ORTHODOX 
BUDGET

In a leading article today The Times 
remarks :—The Budget which the Chan. 
cellor of the Exchequer unfolded yesterday 
will not make pleasant reading for the 
publ. On a similar occasion two years 
ago Mr. Chamberlain put fresh heart into 
tne taxpayer by announcing that Bleak 
House had given place to Great Uxpecta- 
tions. Unfortunately, events over which 
neither the country nor the Government 
have any real control have suddenly re- 
versed the outlook. Faced with the 
necessity for providing an additional sum 
of more than £42,000,000 for the defence 
Services, the Chancellor has found it 
necessary to abandon his programme of 
progressive remission of taxes, and to add 
instéad another threepence to the income 
tax and another twopence to the tax on 
tea. His decision may cause surprise, for 
no such increases in taxation were antici- 
pated, but the disappointment will be 
cheeriully borne, because the wisdom of 
the expenditure is universally recognised. 
As Mr. Chamberlain remarked in his 
speech, our safety must come before our 
comfort. 

For more than a decade Great Britain 
set the European Powers an unheeded 
example of generous disarmament. Self- 
preservation, however, is the first instinct 
of nations no less than of individuals, and 
at a time when dark clouds are banking 
up on the continental horizon and spread- 
ing ominously across the sky, it is the 
clear a of the Government to set the 
nation’s defences back upon an adequate 
and efficient basis regardless of the 
financial cost. lt has been wisely 
said. that. the best. way to suppose what 
will .come is to remember what is past ; 
and the-defence programme in these days 
has another justification. Three hundred 
years ago Milton adjured his country not 
to forget its precedence in teaching 
nations how to live. To-day the British 
Government are still valiantly striving to 
establish a. new rule of order and justice 
in the world, based.on collective resistance 
to all acts of lawless aggression. Such a 

licy.. -plainly uires that our armed 
orces. ld be uate to the discharge 
of the obligations which it creates.

TWO MEN STILL 
ENTOMBED

REUTER report from Moose River on 
Monday stated that the two sur- 
vivors of the Nova Scotian gold mine 
mishap had been rescued, but that was 
incorrect, and the battle to save the lives 
of Dr. Robertson and Mr. Scadding con- 
tinued yesterday. 

The miners engaged in the rescue work 
collapsed with exhaustion, and an 8.0.5 
appealing for assistance from experienced 
unmarried miners ready to risk their lives 
for the men entombed had an extra- 
ordinarily generous response. | 

From all parts of Nova Scotia miners 
hastened to the help of their heroic 
comrades, who were completely exhausted 
after nine days’ unremitting exertions. 
Last night enough had arrived at the mme 
to man all shifts, while further offers of 
assistance were pouring in. 

A giant crane had reached the mine, and 
had been put into use to aid the men in 
their work of excavation. 


OFFICIAL STATEMENT 


In order to clear up conflicting reports 
on the situation, Mr. Dwyer. Minister of 
Mines, who is still encouraging and work- 
ing with the men, issued the following 
statement yesterday :'— 

‘Twenty feet of fallen material, caused 
by the collapse of the mine roof, still cuts 
off the entombed men from the rescuers. 
Broken timbers among the materials have 
to be removed, causing increasing diffi- 
culty; but the rescue crews are expert 
men, and are making steady progress. It 
has been necessary to timber every advance 
in the three-by-four shaft which the men 
are driving towards the entombed men. 
This has been at times a discouraging 
battle. but the men are keeping at it, as 
they did nine days ago. The condition of 
the entombed men is serious, but they are 
bearing up as well as can be expected. 
It is hoped that rescue will be effected 
within a few hours.”’ 

Mrs. Robertson talked with her husband 
through the diamond dril! shaft for a few 
minutes yesterday, and turned away 
visibly cheered. 3 : 


RADIUM GUIDE 


The novel proposal that radium should 
be used to guide the rescuers was made 
by Dr. Richards, of the X-Ray Depart- 
ment at Toronto Genera] Hospital yester- 
day. Dr. Richards said that the hospital 
would be willing to-supply the radium, 
explaining that it could be lowered to Dr. 
Robertson through the tube, and that 
equipment for detecting the radium’s 
presence could be supplied to the rescuers. 

A later message says that an Air Force 
machine of the Ontario Government is 
speeding to Moose River carrying a special 
radium-finding instrument, though it is 
not known whether it will be used, as the 
rescue workers now believe that they have 
located the trapped men and declare that 
their problem is now merely an engineer- 
ing one. 


AWFUL STRAIN 


A telegram sent early yesterday from 
Moose River said:— ' 

Dr. Robertson is becoming semi-deli- 
rious. He hears the noise of the ap- 
proaching rescuers either below or above 
his prison, but he cannot believe that they 
are actually near. 

Scadding is doing most of the talking 
through the diamond drill tube connect- 
ing the 150-foot level to the surface. His 
voice, becoming fainter and fainter as the 
ever-rising water forces him farther and 
farther from the lower end of the pipe, 
anxiously urges the rescuers to “ hurry- 
hurry-hurry.”’

In January, 1936, Italian exports fell 
off by nearly one-half—actually 46 per 
cent.—and Italian imports by well over 
one-third—actually 39 per cent.—as com- 
pared with January, 1935, 

Exports from Italy te countries applying 
sanctions have become negligible. While 
in January they still amounted to over six- 
teen per cent. of the figures for January, 
1955, in February they had fallen to some 
six per cent. of the exports of a year ago. 

Speaking of the fact that Italy had loat 
about one-half of her last reported gold 
reserve Mr. Westman said: “ It has been 
stated in the Italian Press that the gold 
holdings of the Bank of Italy were reduced 
by 909 million gold lire, corresponding to 
47,800,000 gold dollars, between October 
20th and the end of 1935. 


EXPORTING GOLD 


** Incomplete information seems to show 
that during the first three months of 1936 
Italy has exported gold amounting to at 
least 1,092,000,000 gold lire (57,500,000 
gold dollars). 

The gold and foreign exchange assets 
reserve of the Bank of Italy on October 
20th, 1935, amounted to 4,316,000,000 goid 
lire (227,200,000 gold dollars). 

“The Bank has, therefore, to date lost 
nearly one-half of the original amount. 
What amount of gold and foreign assets 
the Government has been able to collect 
domestically since October is not known. ©

This year had to 
bear the full cost of reliefs granted last 
year, and if you take like by like, my 
estimate really represents an excess of 
fifteen millions over last year’s yield. It 
is a pretty big increase. f put it forward, 
confident it will prove correct, because it 
is founded upon information which has 
been collected from a number of concerns 
who were good enough to furnish me with 
forecasts of their trade for 1935, which is 
the basis for the assessment of income tax 
Schedule B for 1936. | 

““In estimating that I shall have 
£54.500,000 from surtax, I am allowing 
for a growth this year of three and a-half 
millions. There was no growth last year, 
as surtax lags a year behind income tax. 

“ Death duties reached their highest in 
1935. 

“There is no reason to anticipate any 
serious alteration in the high level of 
security values, and I expect it will main- 
tain in 1936. Accordingly I have put down 
£89,000,000 for death duties. Stamp duty 
has been rapidly recovering. The yield in 
1935 was £25,800,000, a growth of one 
million three-quarters. As the steady ex- 
tension of business and improvement of 
trade is continuing I have put stamp duty, 
especially connected with Stock Exchange 
transactions, to give me a yield for 1936 
of £27,000,000. Other Inland Revenue 
duties I put down as one and a-half 
millions. 

“ Adding together the various items I 
get a total for inland revenue of 
£428.000,000. Crown land revenue is 
£1,350,000. His Majesty, in his gracious 
ee of March 11th, following the 
example of his predecessors, pl this 
revenue at the dis sal of the House of 
Commons, It is, therefore, proper that I 
should take them into account.

Meanwhile, on the southern front the 
Italian advance has entered its first stage 
with a hard-fought buttle at Giana Gobo. 
Motorised sections have since occupied 
Bircut, which is about 330 miles from 
Addis Ababa and 180 miles from Harar. 

The battle for Giana Gobo was fought 
over two days, and the Italians admit the 
loss of 700 men and 13 officers killed or 
wounded. The Abyssinian losses are put 
at 2,000 by the Italians. 

The objective of the. Libyan Division, 
which won this battle, is Dagga Modo. At. 
the same time the main column. is advanc- 
ing on Sasa Baneh, on the route to Jijiga. 


APPENDICITIS 


The well-known surgeon and Senator, 
Professor Bastianelli, has left Rome, and 
it is rumoured there that he is bound for 
Magadishu to operate on General Graziani, 
Commiander-in-Chief on the southern front, 
who is said to be suffering from 
appendicitis. 

he Emperor is amassing a strong force 
amid the mountains to the west and south- 
west of Dessie, according to the latest re- 
ports reaching Addis Ababa. The reports 
add that the presence of this force is a 
serious threat to the Italian force in 
Dessie, which may be cut off. 

Last evening Addis Ababa was enjoying 
something of an anti-climax after the ex- 
treme nervousness of the past few days. 
Some of the inhabitants who had fled the 
city in expectation of the Italians arriving 
began to trickle back, shamefacedly. 

An Italian bomber has dropped a large 
number of missiles on Magalo, the capital 
of Bale Province. This town is 110 miles 
north-east of Wadara, near which the 
Italians are believed to have reached. 
The bombs destroyed four villagers’ huts 
and killed two women. 


UNFOUNDED REPORTS 


A fierce battle is réported to be raging 
to the north of Addis Ababa. 

An Abyssinian patrol is rumoured to 
have slipped down from mountain fast- 
nesses near Dessie under cover of a black 
night and killed off the Italian sentries 
at the aerodrome there. They are stated 
then to have set fire to, and destroyed, 
seventeen aeroplanes. 

The Minister of the Interior yesterday 
posted notices in the city declaring 
entirely unfounded reports that the 
Italians are a day’s march from the city. 
‘‘ In order to cut short, fantastic rumours 
circulated by the enemy concerning his 
advance upon Addis Ababa, the Govern- 
mené‘assures the people that it-is to-day 
in communication with the following towns 
alleged to have. fallen into the hands of 
the enemy.:— 

“Sholameda (100 miles from Addis 
Ababa, on the way to Dessie), Ankober. 
Warraheilou, Hawash, Dagga Bur, Jijiga, 
Harar and Afdem.”’
